When sufficient of bicarbonate of soda is 
introduced its flow is stopped by the clos- 
ing pipe N’, and the pipe N from the chlo- 
rine tank A is opened, thus permitting the 
chlorine solution to flow into the closed 
heating pipe M, where it is highly heated, 
and passes to the exit M” of the pipe M, 
where it unites with the hot steam and air, 
and passing through the tube H” enters the 
moving mass of pulp near the bottom of the 
tub. The highly heated air and steam dis- 
engage the chlorine, and in a highly rare- 
fied condition it enters into and permeates 
the whole mass of pulp, thoroughly impreg- 
nating it and acting on every particle of 
pulp and being absorbed by the latter. This 
method of introducing the chlorine into the 
pulp is said to insure great expedition and 
effectiveness in its operation. The heating 
of the chlorine up toa high degree is not 
possible without great loss, unless it is done 
as described in an inclosed space, as in pipe 
M. In this pipe it can be heated up to 180° 
Fahr. and above. By the usual method the 
solution of chlorine is poured onto the top 
of the pulp in the engine, the pulp being 
heated to from 160° to 180° Fahr. This re- 
sults in driving off about 25 per cent. of the 
chlorine gas into the surrounding atmos- 
phere and the availability of the chlorine is 


perature of from 60° to 70° Fahr. where ex- 
By this method 
the chlorine solution is highly heated in an 
inclosed pipe ortube and where it is not ex- 
posed to the atmosphere. 

In this apparatus the chlorine at a high 
temperature enters the mass of pulp, which 
is at a low temperature. Consequently the 
chlorine will seek it and be absorbed by the 
moving mass as it (the chlorine) leaves the 
exit of the tube H”. The operation con- 
tinues until the mass of moving pulp has 
been sufficiently charged with the chlorine. 
The chlorine pipe N is next shut off, and 
then the pipe N’’ is opened to permit the 
flow of the solution of the oxalic acid from 
the tank A’. This solution is heated in the 
pipe M, as the other solutions. It enters 
the body of the pulp at the same point as 
the chlorine does and permeates the mass. 
This acid neutralizes any oxides of iron 
which may be inthe pulp, and further as- 


posed to the atmosphere.

| The oxalic acid also more thoroughly dis- 


engages the chlorine. After the desired 
white shade of pulp has been reached the 
steam pipe K, air pipe I, pipe N’’ and all 
other pipes are closed, and the air fan on 
the blower H is started and blows cold air 
into the mass of heated pulp at the exit 
end of the tube H”, which cold air enters 
the mass of moving pulp and rapidly cools 
and aerates it.

considerable quantity of sulphur is burned 
to sulphur dioxide (SOs) ; but when working 
with the ordinary soda furnace and as the 
black ash is drawn it can easily be dis- 
covered from the blue flames and the odor 
If the ash should 
be placed in heaps 3 to 4 feet high it would 
further be noticed that the ash in such 
quantities is capable of burning for days, 


that SOs is being formed. 


and at the beginning with small flames on | 


the surface, but later inside only, when 
the heap begins gradually to diminish. Fre- 
quently there are found on the surface of 
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such an extinguished heap, whose interior is 
almost petrified, handsome yellow crystals of 
pure sulphur. Here the sulphur of the still 
burning organic materials (ne air being ad- 
mitted) could not be oxidized by means of 
the sulphate, which has meanwhile sup- 
ported the slow burning process of the car- 
bon, and the sulphur consequently formed 
crystals on emanating from the upper and 
cooler parts. 

How can a chemist explain these proceed- 
ings when he accepts the theory that sul- 
phuretted hydrogen is being formed? Fur- 
thermore, when a digester is blown off or 
the steam is let off in the open air the odor 
is most obnoxious; but if cold water is 
poured upon this steam hardly anything 
can be smelt and the water thus heated 
can be used for washing. According to the 
HS formation great quantities of H:S would 
escape from the hot water, but this is not 
at all the case in the manipulation just de- 
scribed. I may mention here that I have 
been in mills where not the least trace of 
bad odors could be noticed. 

From the above statement even those not 
posted in chemistry can understand that 
wood acted upon by sulph-hydrate cannot 
form sulphuretted hydrogen. In fact, I am 
able to give readers of THE JOURNAL an 
explanation of this rather complicated 
process.

Consequently half of the sulphide is recov- 
ered in the reaction as sulphide and the 
other half as carbonate, the result being 
that in the black ash the sulphide accumu.

Electrical Bleaching. 
Before Mr. Hermite took out his 


patents on the utilization of magnesium 
chloride he secured various patents for a 
similar bleaching process, making use of 
sodium chloride or common salt. 

Although Hermite found by practical ex- 
periments that magnesium chloride gave 
the best results, he recently applied for and 
obtained another patent which covers the 
simultaneous use of solutions of both com- 
mon salt He 
found that in presence of a large quantity 


and magnesium chloride. 


of solution of common salt magnesium 
chloride itself is decomposed, and recom- 
mends that they be used together where 
common or even sea salt is cheap, or where 
there is a high freight on chloride of mag- 
nesium. 

Where both are used together the magne- 
sium chloride does the chemical work of 
bleaching and the common salt acts as a 
medium. The must 
always contain a slight excess of magnesia 
to keep it neutral. This magnesia is pre- 
pared in one of the following two ways: 

1. A suitable vessel is filled half full with 
a strong solution of magnesium chloride, 
and a suitable quantity of milk of lime is 
added. The calcium takes the place of the 
magnesium, which separates out as colloi- 
dal magnesia, and the chloride of calcium 
so formed remains in solution. 


bleaching solution 


Time is 
given for the magnesia to deposit, and the 
solution of calcium chloride is siphoned off. 
This solution cannot be used. The mag- 
nesia which has been deposited is well 
washed and is then ready for use. The 
milk of lime required is made in a special 
vessel furnished with a drum washer cov- 
ered with fine wire cloth, which allows the 
pure milk of lime to pass through and 
keeps back sand and other impurities. 

2. A saturated solution of magnesium 
chloride is mixed with a solution of caustic 
soda until all magnesia is precipitated.

The upper rim of the vat is formed into 
a trough, right round, and this 
catches up the overflowing liquid which has

and is removed by a pipe, thus securing a 
continuous circulation of bleaching fluid.

In order to keep the negative electrodes 
from becoming clogged by precipitation 
flexible doctors of hard rubber are attached 
to the positive electrodes, and these doc- 
tors remove all foreign matter from the 
zinc disks by the friction caused by revolu- 
tion. If several electrolyzers are used they 
are connected by attaching the positive 
pole of the first apparatus to the negative 
pole of the second, &c. The current sent 
through the plant is best kept at about 
1,000 to 1,200 ampéres and 5 volts. Strong- 
ly built and simple instruments attached to 
the interior of the electrolyzer permit an 
immediate and constant control of the state 
of the current.

THE Holyoke correspondent of THE 
JOURNAL states that it is thought that 
the unsecured creditors of the paper 
company which went into insolvency 
last week and whose difficulties have 
occupied so large a share of attention 
for a few months past will not be likely 
to realize more than 10 per cent. of their 
claims. We do not know whether this is

Arbitration Under Insurance Policy.—A 
clause in a policy of insurance which simply 
provides that any difference of opinion be- 
tween the company and the insured as to 
the amount of loss sustained by the latter 
may be arbitrated does not constitute such 
arbitration acondition precedent to bring- 
ing suit thereon. Such provision leaves 
arbitration optional with the parties, and 
either may decline to arbitrate. Where a 
policy contains an arbitration clause and 
by its terms makes arbitration a condition 
precedent, and the insured who has suffered 
a loss thereunder demands arbitration and 
the company refuses, such refusal is a 
waiver of the provision and the company 
may not subsequently insist upon arbitra- 
tion, and is also estopped from setting up 
failure to arbitrate as a defense to an ac-

Of all the articles on the 
list bleach and caustic are in the strongest 
position, but while there seems to exist good 
reason for an advance in the price of both 
chemicals, so far the improvement in the 
market values of either has not been marked. 
The strength of their position lies in the 
fact that the speculative movement, started 
immediately upon receipt of the report 
concerning the shut down, and to which 
we alluded in our market review last week, 
resulted in the concentratation of nearly the 
entire available supply of caustic in the 
hands of one importer, and of the bulk of 
the spot supply of bleach in those of an- 
other. As there is still a little outside spot 
stock, and probably some goods on the way 
which the chief holders desire to secure, it 
is possible that an upward movement in 
prices is delayed until that stock has passed 
into their control. 

Returns just received here showing the 
Liverpool shipments of the heavy goods 
to the United States for the month of April 
and for the first four months of the year are 
particularly interesting at this time. Fig- 
ures showing the April, 1890, shipments are 
not at hand, so that an accurate comparison 
cannot be made, but it is stated on reliable 
authority that they were in excess of those 
for the corresponding month this year. We
